The total traffic dead num ber 
28,400. 
The total of traffic injured 
is 
740,000. 
Many of the latter are hopeless­ 
ly crippled. 
The most conservative estimate 
of an anticipated total of traffic 
fatalities for 1934 is 36,000 dead. 
That will mean an increase of 
approxim ately 
5,000 
over 
last 
year. 
It will be an increase of 3,000 
over the worst year, 1931. 
It is highly significant that near­ 
ly 50 per cent of the total killed 
so far this year were pedestrians, 
a great percentage of whom died 
as a result of their own careless­ 
ness or their disregard of regu­ 
lations affecting pedestrian move­ 
ments. 
The figures, too, belie the state­
